EDUCATION

District of Columbia Public Schools (DCPS) reminds all students and families that DC schools are open to all 
residents. This guidance reaffirms that public education is open to all, regardless of citizenship or immigration status, 
and that families’ citizenship information is secure with DCPS. 

POLICING

DC remains committed to ensuring that all Washingtonians can use city services without fear. MPD policy prohibits 
MPD officers from asking immigration status. To report crimes in progress, call 911. Callers may report hate crimes 
anonymously to the Hate Crimes Hotline at 202-727-0500.  Additionally, MPD has a Special Liaison Branch that 
serves the African, Asian, Latino, and religious minority communities, among others. 

DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS

The Department of Corrections does not hold persons past their scheduled release time, even if ICE is interested in 
the person.

LANGUAGE ACCESS

Since 2004, the Office of Human Rights has worked diligently to ensure that DC is accessible and welcoming to all 
– regardless of English fluency.
